‘Twas a Big Birthday Month 





The great success of our Birthday 
Month in November has been such as 
to lead us to make a resolution that it 
will be repeated next year. It gave us 
abundant proof that the stamp collector 
knows a bargain when it is offered to 
him and for any stamp dealer who wants 
to put new life into his business we 
could recommend nothing that would do 
it quicker than to carry out such a plan 
with relation to his own business. Every 
dealer has items which he can well af- 
ford to offer under special prices in 
order to clear up his stock and we feel 
certain that collectors would be found 
who would want the items regardless of 
what they might be, provided prices 
were attractive. 

In planning our sale for last month 
we did it hurriedly, not realizing what 
a volume of business it would bring us 
and what a task we would have in mak- 
ing up the various items and filling 
orders. 

Then on top of all this it so happened 
that we got to the point with pro- 
duetion of the Famous American En- 
velopes that we had to mail out the 
first two sets for the Artists and Authors 
and the handling of almost 100,000 en- 
velopes in small lots for this mailing was 
a job to swamp anyone. 

Extra help was put to work, but only 
a limited amount of such help can be 
used as too much of the work involved 
requires the attention of someone who 
is familiar with what is being done and 
as a result our regular employees were 
handicapped by lack of time, since there 
is a limit to time that one can work help 
in these days and even then we did 
give them hours overtime each week. 

Our first Birthday Bargain was the 
new Compact Cover Album which we 
have just put in the market. We ordered 
500 of the binders for this album and 
paper and glassine and other material 
with which to make up the 500 albums, 
and this whole lot was sold out before 
the end of November. Even as this is 
being written on December 6, the orders 
still coming will have to be delayed in 
filling until a new order of binders reaches 
us from the bindery. Other items also 





were bought heavily and the task of 
keeping the items in stock has been a 
difficult one. Many times in the past | 
month we have taken an entire truckload | 
of mail bags filled with parcels to the| 
postoffice in a single day. 

We naturally regret any delay that has 
occurred but know that we have done 
our best in our effort to get orders out 
and if your order was somewhat slow in 
reaching you we hope that you will for- 
give us for such delay and be assured 
of our great appreciation of the fine 
business you helped create for us during 
this big Birthday Month Sale. 

We promise you a special event for 
our next birthday and doubtless shall 
find it desirable to adopt the special 
sale introductory plan for all new items 
which we may put on the market in 
the future. 

Already several who bought the new 
Compact Album at the special price have 
reordered extra copies at the regular 
price, remarking that the album had 
solved their cover mounting problem 
at a price they could afford to pay. 


To Buyers of Famous Americans 
Envelopes 





Whether your order for the sets of 
Famous Americans Envelopes were sent 
to Linprint or to some other dealer, we 
feel that the collector should take cer- 
tain facts into consideration as regards 
the delivery of these envelopes. It is a 
tremendous task to print up 35 different 
envelopes in a large quantity of sets 
when the envelopes are in two colors. It 
is still a big job to do them even if in 
only one color provided the set of enve- 
lopes you are buying are all different, 
that is a distinct envelope for each of 
the 35 stamps. In our plant we are 
making 35 different envelopes, one for 
each special stamp and each envelope is 
printed in two colors. This requires 
350,000 envelopes to print the 10,000 
sets which we Have started to print. Each 
envelope must go through the press 
two times, making 700,000 hand fed im- 
pressions on the printing press. To pro- 





duce good work with the colors properly 


registered, we prefer to have these enve- 
lopes hand fed. To print them on auto- 
matic presses, too many of them are 
out of register. Thus to make the 700,- 
000 impressions that we must make to 
produce the envelopes, requires about 50 
working days of eight hours each and 
there are but five such days in the week. 
We could of course put them on more 
than one press, but we have other ma- 
terial to print also and can spare but 
one press for this work. We have how- 
ever succeeded in getting the Artists and 
Authors sets completed and mailed out. 
The other five sets are being printed 
and will be sent out in plenty of time 
so that all will have them before the 
stamps are announced for issue. 

It must be remembered that it was 
after November Ist, that the change was 
made from the 144c to 10c stamp and 
the sequence of pictures determined so 
that we have had only a month to work 
on these thus far. 

We believe that other dealers will find 
themselves crowded to handle these en- 
velopes as they should be handled and 
that collectors will be obliged to be 
patient as doubtless all will find a way 
to fill their orders in time for you. 





More About My New York Trip 





It is my intention to go into detail 
about the work of the Philatelic Re- 
search Laboratory. It will require some 
time to prepare the copy for publication 
as I am _ studying many matters in 
connection with my visit there and hope 
to be able to show by illustration and 
explanation, just what the work of this 
Laboratory will mean to the future of 
stamp collecting and the results that it 
should bring to Philately from a business 
standpoint, in this country. 

As a result of the Laboratory work, the 
New York Times published certain state- 
ments, and Harmer Rooke & Co., of 
London instituted a suit for $25,000 
damages. The matter has not yet come 
to trial. The facts as shown by Labora- 
tory work will have a big bearing on this 
suit and collectors will he interested in 
knowing the facts.

lines of Philately is the collec- 

tion and study of German local 
or private posts. Despite the fact that 
they disappeared from the active phila- 
telic scene some forty years ago, they are 
still almost virgin territory for the stu- 
dent. Other than a short article in The 
Philatelic Journal of India, May 1900, 
one in the Stamp Collector’s Fortnightly 
for May 5, 1910, and one on Alsatian 
Locals in the Stamp Review for October, 
1938, there seems to have been little or 
no information printed in English con- 


NE of the most interesting and 
O certainly most neglected side- 





cerning these interesting stamps. And 
this despite the fact that thousands of 
different varieties have actually done 
postal duty! 

Prior to 1900, a loop-hole existed in 
the German postal laws which permitted 
private individuals, companies and mu- 
nicipal corporations to operate post of- 
fices in competition with the federal gov- 
ernment, provided only that they con- 
fine their activities to the city in which 
located. In some cases, by what author- 
ity if any I can’t make out, two, three 
and even four cities were included in a 
single unit, as, for example, Barmen- 
Elberfeld, Mulheim - Deutz-Koln, and 
Wangen-Niederstaufen-Hergatz-Bregenz. 

These private enterprises had their 
own stamps, uniformed carriers, and dis- 
tinctly painted mail-boxes. Some even 
had their own post offices and branches, 
though usually a single central office for 
sorting mail, booking, etc., sufficed, local 
tradesmen being agents for the sale of 
stamps. 

Since their services were limited by 
law to the confines of the city, these com- 
panies were able to and did undercharge 
the federal government and still make a 
profit. Thus the Federal post was de- 
prived of the most profitable part of the 
postal business. In 1900, therefore, the 
government passed a law correcting this 
defect in its previous postal laws, taking 
unto itself a postal monopoly and put- 
ting an end to the private posts in Ger- 
many, though some continued to operate

for years thereafter, especially for the 
distribution of printed and packaged 
matter. 

A few words about the stamps them- 
selves might prove of interest: In all, 
some 6359 varieties of adhesives were 
issued by 119 different cities or groups 
of cities, ranging from Duren, Eschweiler 
and Schwaan with one each to Falken- 
stein and Hamburg with over 600 each 
(counting reprints, etc.). Many cities 
had a number of different companies 
competing with and succeeding each 
other, many issued postal paper of all 
kinds; envelopes, letter sheets, cards and 
wrappers. The stamps themselves run 
almost the entire philatelic gamut—ver- 
tical and horizontal rectangles, squares, 
triangles and diamonds; surcharges and 





overprints; paper, printing and shade va- 
rieties; special delivery, parcel post and 
printed matter; perforates and imperfo- 
rates; pictorials and commemoratives; 
misprints and errors; reprints, forgeries, 
speculatives and pure fantasies. 

In the case of some cities, in fact, so 
many of these malodorous issues do we 
find that we are inclined to confuse the 
city of Bochum with buncomb and Ham- 
burg with humbug. Fortunately there 
exists and is easily obtainable a really 
excellent catalogue which lists about 
ninety-nine percent of all issues, and il- 
lustrates virtually all varieties including 
reprints and even the more common 
forgeries. 

The stamps of the vast majority of 
these cities, however, are strictly Kosher. 











Famous American Authors 


JAMES FENIMORE COOPER 


Earliest best known American novelist who remains even 
today popular is James Fenimore Cooper. The Fenimore 
was added to his name in 1826 upon request of his 
grandmother and its hyphenated use with “Cooper” 
caused him to be charged with snobbishness, etc. Cooper 
was born at Burlington, N. J., Sept. 15, 1789, eleventh 
of a family of 12 children. His father acquired a large 
estate at Otsego Lake in New York State and the family 
moved there, where the town of Cooperstown was laid 
out and a fine residence, Otsego Hall, constructed. As 
this was Frontier country Cooper as a boy became fa- 
miliar with the Indians and frontier folk generally, and 
from this comes the accuracy of portraiture in his Leath- 
erstocking Tales. Educated at the village school, also by 
a tutor, he entered Yale but was expelled for failure to 
attend his studies. He then decided upon a naval career, 
first serving as ordinary seaman, then as midshipman (1808). His marriage to the 
daughter of a Tory in 1811 and his resignation from the navy began a series of dis- 
putes with his countrymen that became chronic, noted for their bitterness and the 
fact that Cooper was vigorous in his rebuttal, pressing libel suits against noted men 
of his day, acting as his own attorney and frequently winning favorable verdicts. 
He never hesitated to criticize his countrymen though at the same time was proud 
of the republic though it labeled him an “aristocrat.” His literary career began in 
1820 when after reading an English novel, he said he could write a better one him- 
self and proceeded to try to do so. Its plot was laid in British aristocracy and it 
was a failure. The Spy, two years later, made him famous and the Leatherstocking 
Tales which began in 1823 gave him undying fame. The Last of the Mohicans, his 
most popular worls, was published in 1826. Later books included a History of the 
U. S. Navy, but in the main all were fiction dealing with the frontier and sea life 
with which he was familiar. His last Quixotic act was to order his family never to 
give any biographer access to his papers, an injunction still in force. Cooper died 
at Cooperstown, Sept. 14, 1851, acclaimed by such contemporaries as Balzac and 
Hugo.

In general, despite a relatively few 
issues here and there, they are as legiti- 
mate postage stamps as are the British 
Penny Blacks; some a great deal rarer. 
Most are much less expensive; all are 
highly interesting.

Stamps In The News 
Pilsudski Sunk 


In 1935 Poland issued its Tourist 
Propaganda Series picturing the scenic 
beauties of the country including one 
design which varied from the theme by 
showing the great liner “Pilsudski” which 
plied regularly between Gdynia and New 








York. Many an American tourist has 
trod the decks of the vessel which struck 
a mine near England several weeks ago 
and sank with considerable loss of life. 
Left without a home port with the fall 
of the republic into alien hands in Sep- 
tember, the ship had managed to escape 
and was incorporated in the British 
mercantile marine. Though it was flying 
the British flag at time of the disaster, 
the crew was mainly Polish. Though 
many ships of modern construction have 
fallen prey to the sea war, the Pilsudski 
is believed to be the only victim which 
has been depicted on a stamp.

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Green Accumulation Not 
To Be Sold At Present 


Kent B. Stiles in the New York Times 
reports that Mrs. Matthew Astor Wilks 
has no intention for the present at least 
of selling the huge accumulation of 
stamps formed by the late Col. E. H. R. 
Green. There are many collections con- 
tained in the accumulation, including 
quantities of rare items. 42 of the 50 
known sheets of the 5c 1916 error im- 
perforate are among the sheets. Nearly 
half the known copies of the 1918 24c 
airmail inverted center are also among 
the U. S. items. The stamps have been 
appraised at more than $1,200,000 and 
one offer by a dealer has been to guaran- 
tee $1,000,000 as a minimum if sold; 
while other estimates of totals that might 
be realized by sale at auction range up 
to $2,000,000. Some dealers have expres- 
ed fear that such a huge accumulation 
if sold at one time by auction would 
depress the stamp market, but others 
have indicated they feel quite the con- 
trary. It is believed however that no 
sale will be held until the European situ- 
ation clears up, as many prospective 
buyers are expected in European coun- 
tries, and the war would prevent most 
from participating. 





2,600th Birthday Issue 


Japan announces, say the New York 
Times, that on Feb. 11, two stamps will 
be issued to commemorate the 2,600th 
anniversary of the “birth of Japan.” 
Feb. 11, 660 B. C., was the date of ac- 
cession of Japan’s first ruler.

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Doctors On Stamps 





At long last the United States has be- 
gun to honor her famous medical men 
by placing their likenesses on postage 
stamps. Dr. Crawford W. Long, whose 
picture will appear on a stamp to be 
issued by the United States next year 
was the first to use ether or anesthesia, 
thus ending the pain of surgery. 

Dr. Walter Reed will appear on a new 
United States stamp about the same 
time. Dr. Reed lost his life proving 





that yellow fever is transmitted by the 
mosquito. These two men justly deserve 
the honor bestowed upon their memory 
by the Government of the United States. 

It is interesting to note that to date 
the only other doctor thus honored by 
our country was Dr. Manasseh Cutler 
(Northwest Territory stamp), whose pic- 
ture adorns a stamp, not because he 
was a doctor, but because he was in- 
strumental in organizing the Northwest 
Territory. 

Being a stamp collector, and a phy- 
sician and surgeon, it is natural that 
I should become interested in a Medical 
Stamp Collection. To date my collection 
boasts over 150 stamps, representing 
fifty-odd countries, and appearing on 
these, in addition to doctors’ likenesses, 
are pictures of hospitals, and scenes de- 
picting some phase of the medical or 
nursing profession. 

The oldest stamp in my Medical 
Stamp Collection is of the 1903 - 1904 
series Antiquotia (No. 155-156). The 
earliest person whose likeness appears 
on a postage stamp is Imhotep, a 
physician who lived about 3000 B. C. He 
was honored by Egypt in the series of 
1928 for the Medical Congress (No. 144).

The Brisbane office for some 
reason known only to those clerks, sent 
the letter back again to Chinchilla, 
where the clerks again postmarked it 
and returned it with the additional en- 
dorsement of “Still Dead.”

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R. P. O. NOTES 


It’s been quite a while since we’ve 
printed some RPO Notes, but few items 
have been reported. 








In the Bulletin of the Philatelic So- 
ciety of Pittsburgh we note the dates 
of inauguration and discontinuance of 
that city’s Street Car R. P. O. They are 
Feb. 14, 1898 and Oct. 31, 1916. 





William H. Clark in “Railroad and 
Rivers — The Story of Inland Trans- 
portation” states that the first mail 
trains in the U. S. were those of the 
South Carolina and Railroad Co. which 
commenced service on its 137-mile line 
on October 1, 1833. Mails were carried 
on the road, which in addition to using 
steam locomotives experimented with 
other types of power, including sails. 





Occasionally the “killer” portion of 
the RPO cancel will be found inverted, 
while the rest of the cancel is rightside 
up. Generally this is due to both being 
applied separately which is easily done 
when the clerk holds the cancelling de- 
vice at an angle, as their orders are to 
not put the dated portion upon stamps 
and consequently when cancelling blocks 
they resort to holding the device at an 
angle so that only the desired portion 
prints. The cancel on one run of the 
Cleveland & Columbus RPO (Trains 
604-605) however has the RMS killer 
not only inverted but at an approxi- 
mately 30-degree angle and measure- 
ment of several impressions indicate 
the killer is set at that angle in the 
cancelling device itself. Just little things 
to watch for.

DouBLE TYPES. 


When you find two types on one 
stamp you can be sure that you have 
found something a little bit in the un- 
usual category. I came across such an 
item recently and the very markings on 
the stamp tell the why and wherefor. 
The stamp was a 2c ’27 from Phila- 
delphia with the common rubber hand- 
stamp similar to the illustrated Type 
25 in the catalog and also with what is 
possibly Type 40, the integral hand- 
stamp of Philadelphia with Penna. 
spelled out in full over Type 40. The 
date is July 38. This can mean nothing 
else but that these stamps were pre- 
cancelled in advance and when the 
DATED ruling came along they simply 
went over these stamps with the INTE- 
GRAL to get the date on them, making 
as unusual a piece as you would want 
to see. 


HANDSTAMP TYPES. 


In checking over the above stamp in 
the catalog I got a high powered head- 
ache if that is possible for a precancel 
collector to get, in trying to distinguish 
the different handstamp types of Phila- 
delphia. I wondered then how many 
other general collectors get in the same 
fix trying to straighten these out. I am 
firmly convinced that although there 
have been claims that these and the 
handstamp types from other big cities 
(and I am referring to the mail order 
rubber handstamps that are alike except 
for minor differences) have been thor- 
oughly gone over and properly listed, are 
not, and this is no reflection on those 
worthies who gave endless hours in this 
endeavor.

Portuguese Sheet Imprints 





Years ago Portugal adopted a method 
somewhat similar to that of the first 
Bureau issues of the U. S. for keeping 
a record on plates and sheets of the per- 
sons handling the plates, etc. Portugal 
has never had much of a reputation for 
being too fussy about errors, but never- 
theless the authorities adopted the prac- 
tice of printing the name of the printer 
of each sheet on the sheet margins. Thus 
will be found imprints such as “Cliches— 
Adelino,” meaning that Adelino, some 
employee, had charge at the time that 
sheet came off the press. Likewise when 
stamps were overprinted, another imprint 
was added which instead of the word 
“Cliches” would read “Sobrecarga.” 
Whether this cut down the number of 
errors and other mishaps is not reported. 
These are found on fairly recent issues 
and possibly are still to be found.

Deal- 
ers here in New York were depending 
largely on the Philippine Trade Com- 
mission in Washington, D. C., as their 
source of supply, but somehow the sup- 
ply the Commission received was rather 
small and was reported sold out within 
the first three hours. Dealers here who 
had orders on application merely re- 
ceived their money back. From sources 
who seem to be in “the know,” indica- 
tions are that this set is subject to heavy 
speculation in Manila, as no supplies 
have been forthcoming. 


The Newfoundland set which has just 
arrived is also proving a headache to 
New York dealers. Reports received 
state the Newfoundland post office over- 
printed only enough stamps to cover 
their Christmas rush, and were limiting 
the sales to customers. Dealers feel they 
are lucky to have a few sets in stock. 


For the past few weeks, packets have 
come into the limelight in New York. 
There is considerable speculation and at 
the present time they are one of the 
fastest moving items among dealers. 
The cause for speculation can easily be 
traced to the present war situation in 
Europe. Being that cheap labor was to

Spanish Composite Issue 


On October 15 the Souvenir Issue 
states the Spanish government issued a 
souvenir sheet of five stamps ornament- 
ed with coat of arms of the Nationalist 
regime, date “12 October” and inscrip- 
tion “Year of Victory.” Each stamp 
depicts a famous painting in the Prado 
museum and the work of Velasquez.

This World of Ours 





The other day an aged woman walked 
into the office of one of our charities. 
She was clutching a handful of bills, and 
offered them as a contribution. 

They were Confederate bills. Worth- 
less. But no one had the heart to tell 
her that. She’d had them since the Civil 
War. Hoarded. She thought they were 
good. So they thanked her. . . and she 
left, happy. 

On the same day there was an auction 
sale in New York. It was the sale of a 
collection of Confederate postage stamps, 
built by the late Stephen D. Brown, of 
Glens Falls, N. Y. The sale, conducted 
over here by a London firm, included 
many postal rarities . . . but all issued 
by the some Government that issued 
the woman’s money. 

The postage stamps sold for the tidy 
sum of $14,218—and one stamp alone 
brought more than $3,000. 

Why were the stamps worth such 
sums? When the Confederate money 
was worth nothing? 

For one reason: The stamps were rare, 
the money common. 

There’s something of a lesson in that. 
Including the fact that the world is 
not always as strange and contradictory 
as it seems.—Buffalo Evening News.

NOTES ON U. 


The choice of Camden, N. J., as place 
of first day sale of the Walt Whitman 
stamp has drawn the fire of Jesse Mer- 
ritt, historian of Nassau County on Long 
Island, N. Y. The Nassau Daily Review- 
Star in a front page article quotes Mer- 
ritt as saying that Camden was only a 
temporary home for the poet, and that 
not only had Whitman been born on 
Long Island but worked and lived there 
many years, completing most of his 
literary output while living there. Thanks 
to Harry H. Schneider of the Rockville 
Centre Stamp Club for clipping. 





Only one plate was made for each of 
the recent Canal Zone commemoratives, 
except the 3c, of which two plates were 
made. All are numbered in the 140,000s. 





A bisect of the 2c 1903 Shield de- 
sign was shown us recently. The stamp 
had been cut diagonally from top left 
to lower right corners and this was the 
right half of the stamp, tied by cancel- 
lation of Clearwater, N. Y., July 19, 
1907. The card was a picture post card, 
evidently sent by some vacationing per-

son to a Utica, N. Y. address. No postage 
due had been collected. 





A very unusual Civil War Revenue is 
illustrated in the December American 
Philatelist. A 25c Certificate with de- 
sign of the 25c Power of Attorney 
printed on the back, upside down. The 
variety was reported by L. G. Brookman 
who describes the design on back as 
probably from a “dry plate printing” i.e 
an impression from a plate not fully 
inked. It is probable that the sheet had 
been laid aside from the printing of the 
Power of Attorney and then run through 
in error, when the Certificates were 
printed, the operator probably not notic- 
ing the faint impression on one side of 
the sheet. 





Blank checks, particularly old ones 
would by most folk be thought of no 
value, but the Tatham Stamp Co. re- 
cently unearthed some of unusual phila- 
telic interest. These were in an unused 
check book of the Northampton National 
Bank and bore the impressed revenue 
stamp as illustrated in Scott’s Special- 
ized.
